of my vacations at the college, af- 
! ter taking up administration work 
so largely, so Mrs. Churchill, Delia 
and I are out here in the mid-Pa- 
cific, a spot I had often dreamed 
of but never expected to see. 
It was hard for us 
to 
decide 
where it was w ise to go for the 
semester we concluded 
to 
take. 
It did not seem feasible to 
jump 
into an eastern winter, 
with 
all 
that would have been involved in 
fitting out with furs, ear tabs and 
overshoes. 
Besides, we dreaded 
being shut up in furnace heated 
houses. 
You will think we are 
far away from any danger of that 
out here— hardly a house 
has

chimney, and even a Palm Beach 
suit,
